suppo rting co rpo ratio n. 
The v o te is scheduled by the 
Ho use Po st Office Co mmittee 
and it will no t be the decisiv e 
cho ice between the co rpo ratio n 
plan and a refo rm pro po sal by 
Chairman Thaddeus J . Dulski, 
D-N.Y., that the co mmittee had 
planned until last week. 
Under pro cedure dev elo ped at 
a clo sed sessio n Thursday , the 
co mmittee is to v o te first o n 
whether to accept Dulski’s plan 
—which is likely to win o ut o f 
respect to the chairman—and 
then v o te o n whether to rewrite 
Dulski’s bill into a co rpo ratio n 
plan.

The v o te is to be taken with 
the understanding that whichev ­ 
er co ncept lo ses can be resto red 
in who le o r part any time dur­ 
ing the co ming weeks o f po stal- 
refo rm legislatio n markup.

U.S., Saigon Probe Crash Which Kills 77 


DA NANG (AP) - The U.S. 
Air Fo rce and the So uth Viet­ 
namese 
go v ernment 
o pened 
inv estigatio ns Sunday into the 
co llisio n o f an Air Fo rce jet 
fighter and an Air Vietnam pas­ 
senger plane that claimed 7 7 
liv es. 
The accident o ccurred Satur­ 
day abo ut 5 00 feet abo v e the Da 
Nang airfield as bo th planes 
were 
making 
landing 
ap­ 
pro aches. 
Two Vietnamese inv estigato rs 
fo r Air Vietnam said prelimi­ 
nary data indicated that the 
passenger plane, a pisto n-engine 
DC4, might hav e flo wn into the 
traffic pattern o f the western 


runway , used by military planes 
o n 
missio n. 
Co mmercial 
air­ 
craft use the eastern runway . 
T w o 
American 
crewmen 
o f the F4 Phanto m jet escaped 
injury . One parachuted to safety 
while the o ther landed the dam­ 
aged jet o n the Da Nang air­ 
field. 
Sev enty -fiv e perso ns abo ard 
the fo ur-engine DC4 were killed. 
A wo man and her daughter per­ 
ished o n the gro und when the 
plane hit. 
Two perso ns abo ard the plane 
surv iv ed the crash. A 12-y ear- 
o ld bo y was repo rted in go o d 
co nditio n at the Da Nang civ il 
ho spital, and a man was in criti- 


cal co nditio n at the air base ho s­ 
pital with head and J eg injuries. 
The bo y was fo und in the tail 
sectio n o f the plane. The man 
apparently 
had 
been 
thro wn 
clear at impact. 
The DC4 , its left wing tip 
ripped away in the co llisio n, 
plummeted to the gro und o nly 
200 y ards fro m ho mes in the 
hamlet o f Ho a Phat, two miles 
no rthwest o f the runway . 
The 
mo ther 
and 
daughter 
were killed, walking thro ugh the 
rice field to ward their ho me in 
Ho a Phat. 
A U.S. Nav y truck returned 
the two bo dies to the v illage 
fro m a tempo rary mo rgue in Da 


Nang, and they were buried 
Sunday in a cem etery o nly 30 
y ards fro m the charred fuselage 
o f the DC4. 
A spo kesman fo r the go v ern­ 
ment-o perated airline said all o f 
the 
passengers 
were 
Viet­ 
namese ex cept o ne Indian resi­ 
dent o f Saigo n named Ismael. 
He said the six -member crew 
included two Vietnamese ho s­ 
tesses and a steward and three 
Chinese Natio nalists—the pilo t, 
Chen Yi; the co pilo t, T. W. Liu, 
and the crew chief, W. M. Lee.

The so urces said o nly that “ a 
massiv e medical effo rt” was 
keeping Mao aliv e, Time repo rt­ 
ed. They said the go v ernment 
was in the hands o f a triumv i­ 
rate o f Lin Piao , Premier Cho u 
En-lai, and Chen Po -ta, a leader 
o f the cultural rev o lutio n.

Atto rney Geo rge W. Grego ry 
o f Cheraw, S.C., declared Aug. 
15 that Abrams “ instigated the 
who le thing.”

Last week so urces in Beirut, 
Lebano n, had repo rted that Sa­ 
bry and so me o f his pro -So v iet 
fo llo wers were arrested.

Record Building 
Program Slated 
By Congress 


WASHINGTON (AP) - De­ 
spite President Nix o n’s attempt 
to cut federal spending by $3 bil­ 
lio n this fiscal y ear, Co ngress 
apparently is getting ready to 
embark o n :he biggest building 
pro gram Capito l Hill has ev er 
seen. 


If actio ns taken in the Ho use 
last week are upheld in the Sen­ 
ate, Co ngress will be co mmitted 
to a Capito l ex pansio n and re­ 
pair pro ject, co sting at least $45 
millio n and to co nstructio n o f a 
$100-millio n library that at least 
o ne member thinks will turn o ut 
to be ano ther Ho use o ffice build­ 
ing. 
J ust this mo nth, Nix o n o r­ 
dered a 7 5 per cent cut in feder­ 
al 
co nstructio n 
pro jects 
and 
called earlier fo r o ther spending 
reductio ns 
in 
v irtually 
ev ery 
federal agency . 
But frugality do esn’t seem to 
begin at ho me fo r members o f 
Co ngress. 
With the 9 1st sessio n no t ev en 
half 
o v er, 
members 
already 
hav e v o ted themselv es a 41 per 
cent pay raise, bo o sted their re­ 
tirement benefits and increased 
their o ffice staffs. 
No r has their pay ro ll genero s­ 
ity been co nfined to themselv es. 
Nix o n was giv en an ev en mo re 
handso me raise—fro m $100,000 
to $200,000 a y ear—Vice Presi­ 
dent Spiro T. Agnew’s pay was 
raised fro m $43.000 to $62,5 00, 
and fatter pay checks were pre­ 
sented to to p Ho use emplo y ees. 
The genial Ho use do o rkeeper 
no w gets $40,000 a y ear fo r du­ 
ties which include intro ducing 
v isiting dignitaries at jo int ses­ 
sio ns o f Co ngress and superv is­ 
ing trash co llectio ns and Ho use 
barber sho ps. 
The suspect building lo ng has 
been so ught by the Library o f 
Co ngress to ho use its o v erflo w­ 
ing co llectio n and o fficially is 
designated at the Madiso n Me­ 
mo rial Library .

He had last seen them in their 
capitals in March and April, be­ 
fo re go ing o n leav e in Sto ck­ 
ho lm and Mo sco w. 
J arring’s jo b is to pro mo te an 
Arab-Israeli settlement o f the 
war o f J une 5 -10, 1967 , in line 
with the Security Co uncil’s reso ­ 
lutio n o f the fo llo wing No v . 22. 
The Big Fo ur fo reign m inis­ 
ters, after a dinner meeting 
with Thant Saturday night, reaf­ 
firmed that that reso lutio n — 
No . 242 — “ sho uld be suppo rted 
and carried o ut.” They agreed 
to resume fo ur-po wer talks to 
that end.

But statements fro m Arabs 
and Israelis Sunday sho wed co n­ 
tinuing disagreem ent o v er ho w 
the reso lutio n sho uld be put into 
effect and indicated no immedi­ 
ate break can be ex pected in the 
deadlo ck. 
An Egy ptian spo kesman clo se 
to Riad welco med the Big Fo ur 
talks. But Eban, interv iewed o n 
WCBS-TV’s “ Face the Natio n,” 
reiterated Israel’s “ skepticism 
and reserv atio ns abo ut any co n­ 
v ersatio ns which are no t held by 
the parties at issue.”

A spo kesman fo r the airline 
said the three-jet Bo eing 7 27 
carried 111 passengers and a 
crew o f sev en. The plane was 
flight No . 8 01. 


A ho spital nurse said so me o f 
the injured were in grav e co ndi­ 
tio n while “ o thers are able to 
walk aro und.’ 
Others were trapped in their 
seats and were ex tricated by 
rescue crews using blo w to rch­ 
es. 
Red Cro ss wo rkers and fire­ 
men waded thro ugh waist-deep 
mud carry ing stretchers abo v e 
their heads as they remo v ed 
dead 
and 
injured 
fro m 
the 
wreckage. 
The plane split apart in three 
places as it struck the gro und 
no se first nearly 3.000 feet sho rt 
o f the runway . Passengers in 
the fo rward sectio n were thro wn 
clear by the impact and so me 
o f these were killed. Fire bro ke 
o ut mo ments after the crash. 
One o f tho se thro wn clear, 
Stewardess Graciela Flo res Al­ 
v arado , fell o n grass, go t up and 
walked mo re than a mile to the 
airline terminal. She said the 
plane began to v ibrate as it 
cam e in fo r the landing. 


The injured were taken to 
Mex ico City ’s American-British 
ho spital in a steady stream o f 
ambulances that sped thro ugh 
rain-slicked streets. It was rain­

One in 50 a Crime Victim 


No thing so clearly po ints u p the 
gro wth o f crime in the United States as 
the simple statement that the chance o f 
beco ming a v ictim o f serio u s crime has 
nearly do u bled since 19 60. Statistically , 
o ne o f 50 Americans was a v ictim last 
y ear. 
These are the highlights o f FBI Di­ 
recto r J. Edgar Ho o v er’s 19 68 Unifo rm 
Crime Repo rts, co mpiled fro m reco rds 
o f the natio n’s law enfo rcement agencies. 
The 4.5 millio n serio u s crimes listed fo r 
19 68 are o nly tho se repo rted. Law o f­ 


ficers kno w a significant nu mber go u n­ 
detected each y ear. 
Ev ery catego ry o f serio u s crime sho w­ 
ed a large increase between 19 67 and 
19 68 . The o v erall av erage increase was 
17 percent. 
Statistics canno t begin to tell the 
sto ry o f su ffering and financial hard­ 
ships inflicted u po n the 4.5 millio n 
v ictims. Bu t they do po int u p graphically 
that this natio n has no t begu n to co mmit 
itself to its o wn self-pro tectio n. No t by 
a lo ng sho t.

The Birth 
Of A Great City

It was a better than ev en bet the capital, 
whenev er a lo catio n fo r it sho u ld be selected, 
wo u ld be in No rthern territo ry . Bu t the So u th 
wanted it badly , with no t mu ch chance o f that 
ho pe being realized. Po liticians, o n tne o ther 
hand, go to u niqu e lengths to achiev e their ends. 
It was Alex ander Hamilto n w'ho env isio ned 
a plan o f ex changing all certificates o f indebted­ 
ness that had been issu ed by the defu nct Co n­ 
tinental Co ngress fo r newly issu ed six per cent 
bo nds— the debts o f the indiv idu al states to be 
written o ff in the same manner by the Natio nal 
go v ernment. The So u th was no t fo r this plan. 
In a swap fo r So u thern su ppo rt, No rthern Co n­ 
gressmen agreed to a capital lo cated o n biand 
new lands so u th o f the Maso n and Dix o n line. 
The su bstance o f the abo v e deal, stripped 
o f ex planato ry detail, is the reaso n fo r the selec­ 
tio n o f so remo te a piece o f real estate, ‘ o n a 
mo squ ito - ridden mo rass by the side o f the 
Po to mac,” is the way Wo o dward described the 
site. 
Ev en ten y ears after wo rk actu ally was be­ 
gu n, the place was no t mu ch mo re than a clear­ 
ing in a primev al fo rest. The wings o f tne capito l 
were no t y et co mpleted, the ro tu nda had no t 
been ro o fed, a few brick ho u ses nearby hav e 
been described, as well as a scattering o f wo o den 
hu ts 
fo r wo rkmen 
and 
Negro es, 
and 
o ne 
au tho rity thinks three sho ps may hav * been 
o pened. 
Mo riso n 
and -Co mmanger in 
their 
Gro wth o f the American Repu blic paint a dismal 
pano rama: “The red so il o f Washingto n became 
a fine du st in dry weather and liqu id cement in 
rain; swarms o f mo squ ito es spread malaria 
amo ng the new-co mers, and ino cu lated the re­ 
mainder with a parasitic attitu de to ward life. ’ 
Into this setting resembling so meho w a 
Lo u isanna o il bo g to wn ro de President Jo hn 
Adams, No v ember 1, 18 00, thu s beco ming the 
first President to sleep -in the far fro m co mplet­ 
ed White Ho u se. He co u ld no t bring his wife 
Abigail, fo rtu nately fo r her, fo r at this mo ment 
she was ill in Philadelphia, the o ld capital. 
When she did arriv e she wro te letters to 
her dau ghter back ho me in Milto n, Massachu s­ 
etts. Abigail was different, perhaps a wiser 
wo man than many o f Her co ntempo raries o f that 
day . She read a great deal and spo ke o u t when 
no rmal co nv entio n dictated fo r a wo man to re­ 
main silent. 
She 
was, indeed, 
no o rdinary 
female. We hav e prev io u sly qu o ted letters o f 
Abigail Adams and we feel again her descrip­ 
tio ns o f early life in the White Ho u se sho u ld be 
repeated. When finally she arriv ed she hu ng the 
Gilbert Stu art paintin? o f Washingto n — and 
stru ng her washline acro ss the great u nfinished 
au diance ro o m. Her letter, No v . 21, 18 00: 
“I arriv ed here o n Su nday last, and witho u t 
meeting any accident wo rth no ticing, ex cept 
lo sing o u rselv es when we left Baltimo re, and 
go ing 8 o r 9 miles o n the Frederick ro ad, by 
which means we were o bliged to go the o ther 
eight thro u gh wo o ds, where we wandered 2 
ho u rs witho u t a gu ide o r a path. Fo rtu nately , a 
straggling Black came u p with us, and we en­ 
gaged him as a gu ide, to ex tricate u s o u t o f o u r 
difficu lties; bu t wo o ds are all y o u see fro m 
Baltimo re u ntil y o u reach the city , which is o nly 
so in name. Here and there is a small co t, with­ 
o u t a glass windo w, interspersed amo ng the 
fo rests, thro u gh which y o u trav el miles witho u t 
seeing any hu man being. In the city there are 
bu ildings eno u gh, if they were co mpact and 
finished, to acco mmo date Co ngress and tho se 
attached to it; bu t as they are, and scattered as 
they are, I see no great co mfo rt fo r them. 
“. . . The ho u se is u po n a grand ana su perb 
scale, requ iring abo u t 30 serv ants to attend and 
keep the apartments in pro per o rder, and per­ 
fo rm the o rdinary bu siness o f the ho u se and 
stables; an establishment v ery well pro po rtio ned 
to the President’s salary . The lighting thj apart­ 
ments, fro m the kitchen to parlo rs and chamb­ 
ers, is a tax indeed; and the fires we are o bliged 
to keep to secu re us fro m dailv agu es is ano ther 
v ery cheering co mfo rt . . . The ladies fro m 
Geo rgeto wn and in the city hav e many o f them 
v isited us. Yesterday I retu rned fifteen v isits— 
bu t su ch a place as Geo rgeto wn appears— why , 
o u r Milto n (Mass.) is beau tifu l. Bu t no co mpari­ 
so ns— if they let me hav e wo o d eno u gh to keep 
fires, I design to be pleased. 
“I co u ld co ntent my self almo st any where 
three mo nths; bu t, su rro u nded with fo rests, can 
y o u believ e that wo o d is no t to be had, becau se 
peo ple canno t be fo u nd to cu t and cart it’ 
Briesler has had reco u rse to co als; bu t we can­ 
no t get grates made and set. We hav e, indeed, 
co me into a new co u ntry . 
“Yo u mu st keep all this to y o u rself, and 
when asked ho w I like it, say that I write y o u 
the situ atio n is beau tifu l, which is tru e. The 
ho u se is made habitable, bu t there is no t a single 
apartment finished, and all withinside, ex cept 
the plastering, has been do ne since Briesler 
came. We hav e no t *be least fence, y ard, o r 
o ther co nv enience witho u t, and the great u n­ 
finished au diance-ro o m I made a dry ing-ro o m 
o f, to hang u p the clo thes in. The principal stairs 
ai.e *1°^ UP’ anc^ 
no ^ 
^his winter. Six 
chambers are made co mfo rtable; two are o ccu ­ 
pied by the President and Mr. Shaw; two lo wer 
ro o ms, o ne fo r a co mmo n parlo r, and o ne fo r a 
lev ee-ro o m. Upstairs there is the o v al ro o m 
which is designed fo r the drawing-ro o m, and has 
the crimso n fu rnitu re ir it. It is a v ery handso me 
ro o m no w; bu t, when co mpleted "it will be 
beau tifu l. 
“If the twelv e y ears in which this place has 
been co nsidered as the fu tu re seat o f go v ern­ 
ment had been impro v ed, as they wo u ld hav e 
been m New England, v ery manv o f the present 
inco nv eniences wo u ld hav e been remo v td. It is 
a beau tifu l spo t, capable o f ev ery impro v ement 
and the mo re I v iew it the mo re I am delighted 
with i t . . . Adieu , my dear. Giv e my lo v e to v o u r

with the avowed purpose of con­ 
demning Israel’s annexation of 
Jerusalem.

resolutions 
dopted 
probably will not go beyond 
those already adopted by the 
United Nations. 
Of the 35 nations invited, 24 
agreed to attend. Fourteen are 
sending their kings, presidents 
or prime ministers. 
Most revolutionary Arab lead­ 
ers will be absent, however, and 
the three-day meeting may help 
to strengthen the hand of the 
Arab world’s more moderate ru­ 
lers. 


me summit conference, the 
first ever held in 14 centuries of 
Islamic history, was convened 
after the fire in Jerusalem’s A1 
Aksah Mosque, one of Islam’s 
three most holy places. 
Despite 
the 
Israeli 
arson 
charges-against an Australian 
tourist, Arab leaders blamed Is­ 
rael’s occupation of Jerusalem 
as the real cause. 
The incident helped to unite 
the Moslem world. 
The followers of the prophet 
Mohammed are spread across 
10.000 miles of the Eastern 
Hemisphere from Indonesia to 
West Africa.-In area and popu­ 
lation, the Moslem world is 
many times larger than the 14 
Arab countries which regard 
themselves as directly 
con­ 


cerned with the Middle East i 
conflict. 
The Islamic summit is spon 
sored by Egypt, Saudi Arabia 
and Morocco. Most of the parti­ 
cipating governments 
pursue 
moderate or conservative poli­ 
cies with distinctly pro-western 
leanings. Some of them — in­ 
cluding Turkey, Iran and Sene­ 
gal-even maintain cordial rela­ 
tions witl: Israel. 
Egypt itself appears to have 
lost interest as the predominant­ 
ly moderate lineup became ap­ 
parent. President Gamal Abdel 
Nasser tried to have the meet­ 
ing postponed on the grounds 
that he was due to visit Moscow. 
But King Hassan II of Moroc­ 
co refused to consider a post­ 
ponement.

10 sena ms vice presiuein, An­ 
war Sadat. 
Four other revolutionary Arab 
states—Syria, Iraq, Sudan and 
South Yemen—apparently have 
decided to boycott the summit 
altogether. The new revolution 
ary regime in Libya is sending 
a low-level delegation. Most of 
the black African Moslem coun­ 
tries which receive substantial 
economic, technical and mili­ 
tary aid from Israel also will be 
absent. 
Nonetheless, 
an impressive 
array of Moslem leaders will 
attend, 
and 
. ny resolutions 
adopted are sure to have a pro­ 
found effect on Moslems every­ 
where. 
Chiefs of state of the following 
countries will be present: Alge­ 
ria, Saudi Arabia, Iran, Kuwait, 


¿oman, ivioroccu, Mauritania,! 
Pakistan, Somalia, the Yemen 
Republic, Afghanistan, Gambia.! 
Lebanon and Malaysia. 
Most of the others will be rep­ 
resented at high-ministerial lev­ 
el. 
The only prominent Arab re­ 
volutionary leader taking part is 
Algerian President Houari Bo- 
umedienne. His presence is re­ 
garded more as a gesture to­ 
ward neighboring Morocco than 
as a shift to the right by Bo- 
umedienne’s vehemently anti-Is­ 
rael regime. 
One of the most significant ac­ 
ceptances was that of Maurita­ 
nia’s president, Mokhtar Ould 
Daddah. whose entire mineral- 
rich desert nation has been 
claimed by Morocco for more 
than a decade. 


Mauritania maintains no rela­ 
tions with Morocco, and the dis­ 
pute between the two neighbors 
has long hindered the develop­ 
ment of Africa’s northwest cor­ 
ner. 
One of the world’s largest: 
I Moslem countries, India, was; 
not invited because its 70 mil-1 
;lion Moslems constitute a mi-, 
nority. The Indian government,! 
which generally follows pro- 
Arab policies, expressed its re­ 
grets — and its good wishes — 
| to the conferences. 
Apparently no one thought of 
inviting Albania, the only Com­ 
munist nation with an almost 
exclusively Moslem population.1

London Police Battle Buckingham Hippies 


LONDON 
(AP) 
- London 
bobbies won a battle with a 
horde of hippies Sunday, ending 
their week-long occupation of a 
100-room mansion near Buck­ 
ingham Palace. 
Under a shower of roof tiles 
and heavy plastic balls, a force 
of 80 policemen stormed up a 
makeshift drawbridge into the 
hippy 
“ fortress” 
where 
400 
squatters had moved in. 
“ Hells Angels” guards and 
other squatters battled with the 
cops in a short, sharp fight. 
„Then a policeman signalled with 
his baton from the roof The 
battle was over. 
THREE MINUTES 
It took the police just three 
minutes to end the takeover of 
the building where hippy boys, 
girls and children had ruled in 
open defiance of the authorities 
for six days. 
A hard-core group of the 
squatters claimed they had oc­ 
cupied the huge house as a re­ 
fuge for the homeless. It had 
been vacant. 
The battle of No. 144 Piccadil­ 
ly—the house is at the Hyde 
Park corner end of the street 
leading to Piccadilly Circus— 
really started Saturday night 
when gangs of anti-hippy short- 
haired 
youths 
called 
“ Skin­ 
heads” descended on the area. 
Running fights broke out be­ 
tween hippies and thugs and 
eight squatters were reported 
injured. 


The police attack on the hippy 
stronghold began at 11:30 a.m.

Skinheads Love 
To Start Fights 
With Hippies 


LONDON (AP) — They wear 
their hair drastically short and 
dress in sober, dark suits. They 
are the skinheads—an answer to 
the hippies. 
They look for fights, such as 
the clash Saturday night with 
hippie squatters in a 10--room 
mansion near Buckingham Pa­ 
lace. 
Skinheads r e a c t violently, 
against anything “ flash.” They 
regard long hair as flash-hence 
their antagonism to hippies. 
Flowers, frills and colors are 
anathema. 
Skinheads, 
mostly working- 
class boys aged from 15 to 17 
years, dance to blues-beat mu­ 
sic and like nothing better than 
causing “ agro”—their term for 
aggravation leading to a fight. 
They mostly wear boots, some 
fitted with steel pieces in the 
toe. 
Describing a recent fight with 
a neighboring gang, a group 
calling themselves the Mitlwall 
Skinheads said: “ We stuck to­ 
gether and gave them a kicking. 
We rely on our boots. We don’t 
carry knives or anything.” 


They came, they saw and 
they did nothing,” said the 
father of a retarded child at 
Pennhurst State School and Hos­ 
pital. 
Paul Geyer, a Philadelphian, 
drew on the ancient Roman lit­ 
erary construction to emphasize 
his feelings of legislative inac­ 
tion in improving condtions at 
the institution. Geyer testified 
Saturday before a state commit­ 
tee investigating Pennhurst. 
Geyer was not alone in his 
criticism of how little has al- 


ed over recommended improve 
ments at the hospital: “ It wi 
take money.”

327 are Reported Dead 
In South Korea Floods 


SEOUL (AP)—The toll from 
South Korea’s worst floods in 10 
years stood at 327 dead, 78 
missing and 407 injured, the 
National Disaster Center said

mated at $61 million, and 212,303 
persons were left homeless, it 
said. 
Nearly 70 others also have 
been reported dead or missing 
in flood-related accidents, in­ 
cluding the capsizing of two 
ferrys. 
The floods were triggered by 
nine to 21 inches of rain that fell 
last Sunday along the southern 
coast. Typhoon Sarah accom­ 
panied by rainstorms hit the 
same area in September 1959, 
leaving 747 persons dead.
